A CORRESPONDEYT of the Cleveland Leader thus describes 
Dr. Gatling: 

Dr. Richard Jordan Gatling is now 66 years old. He is a tall, 
broad-shouldered, white whiskered maa with « friendly face, 
bright blue eyes anda pleasant tongue. I talked with him in 
the Ebbitt House last evening about his gun and he told me how 
he came toinventit. Saidhe: “I had several inventions betore 
this, one of which was the wheat drill which is now in use all 
over the country, and I think it was my study onit that pre- 
pared me for the Gatling gun. In 1861 I was living at Indianapc- 
lis, The war had broken out and the country was all excitement. 
My house was within a few blocks of the depot, and I was often 
present here when volunteers were departing forthe field, and 
also when their desd bodies were at times shipped back home in 
boxes for burial. One surprise tome was that the number of 
men killed by sickness and disease was more than those killed 
by ball oractual battle. One day I remember nineteen corpses 
were landed at the depot; three had been killed ia battle. The 
thought then struck me ifa gun could be invented that would 
do the work of a hundred men, and would require but a few men 
to operate it, that the horrors of war would be greatly diminish- 
ed, and an end would come much sooner of every struggle. More 
men could stay at home, and lives would be saved. The thought 
took such hold of me that I commenced to work on it at once. 
The result was the Gatling gun.

G. O. 25, H. Q. A., April 3, 1884. 


By direction of the Secretary of War par. 1427 of the 
Regulations (amended by G. O. 76 and 136, of 1882) is 
further amended to read as follows : 


1427. Citizens in the employ of any branch of the military ser- 
vice, except laborers, teameters, and like classes of ewployees, 
when travelling under competent orders or upon summons as 
witnesses before military courts, will be entitied to trausporta- 
tion in kind; or, if no transportation bs: furuished, toa reimburse- 
ment of the cost thereoi actually paid by them of travel fare by 
the usual conveyance, inclusive of transfer tv and from railway 
stations, not exceeding fifty cents for each transfer, aud of one 
berth in sleeping cara or on stesmers when an extra charge is 
made therefor, together with actual cost of meals and rooms at 
hotels and eating houses, not to exceed four dollars per day west 
of the Mississippi River and three dollars and a quarter per day 
east thereof, tor each and every day unavoidably consumed in 
travel or on duty under the order or summons, 

In the case of veterinary surgeons travelling under proper or- 
ders, in accordance with pars, 283 and 289 of the Regulations, re- 
imbursement of the actual cost of meals and rooms at hotels and 
—_— houses will be limited to the time actually consumed in 
travel. 

Quartermasters’ agents appointed under the act approved 
August 5, 1882, are lymited under the terms of that act to three 
dollars expenses per day each, exclusive of transportation.

It appears that the Judge-Advocate closed the prosecution after 
examining one witness, who was unable to identify the prisoner 
befure the court wit the person named in the specification, 
This witness testitied that the prisoner bsfore the court was 4 
man who had been in jailat Mandan under the name of Nuh; 
that he was dressed in uniform and said he had come from Fort 
Buford. Had the accused rested his case when the prosecution 
closed, he must have been acquitted by the court; but by pro 
ducing two witnesses and testifying in bis own behalf, be tur 
nished evidence sufficient to sustain the fludings at which the 
court finally arrived. Tho prisoner baving pleaded not guilty, it 
became the duty of the Judge-Advozate to prove that he was the 
person namedin the specification, that he was a duly enlisted 
soldier in the service of the United States, and to show the cir 
cumstances under which he leit his company, which were relied 
ou to sustain the allegation of desertion. To enable bim to do 
this, the name of a witness was appended to the charge. This 
witness the Judge-Advocate failed to call, nor did he state say

The man is an10- 
tive and influential politician in a small way, aud bad been 
elected a delegate either to the State Convention, which isto 
meet on April 23 to choose delegates to the National Repub 
lican Convention, or else to a district convention which is to 
elect delegates to Chicago. He made a complaint to the 
Virginia Senators, who, [ understand, not only insisted on 
his prompt appointment, but upon the removal of Evans 
from that district. Itis said the Virginia politicians inti- 
mated that if an officer of the Navy were to be permitted to 
interfere witha man who is a delegate, the consequence 
might prove injurious.” Commander Evans is a native of 
Virginia. Secretary Chandler being asked whether political 
influeuce had anything to do with the removal of Evans, 
declined to say whether or not such was the case or to give 
any reasons for his action, except that ‘‘ the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Secretary of the Navy did not want Evans 
there any longer.” 


Commanver H. O. Taylor, U. S. Navy, in a recent letter

--REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE: 


The U. 8. Revenue steamer Corwin hus received dur- 
ing the past winter a most thorough overhauling. She bas been 
sheathed with two-inch oak as a protection against ice, and will 
be ready for seaas soon as expected officers report for duty and 
necessary stores are received. It is the intention of the Depart- 
ment to have the Corwin explore to its source a river at Hotham 
Inlet, Arctic Ocean, long: known to exist, but which no Govern- 
ment officer had ever visited until last summer, when Lieut. 
Stoney, U. 8. N., was given charge of a small expedition fitted out 
from the Corwin to ascertain if the river was of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant more extensive explorati The report of 
Lieut. Stoney, and that of Capt. E. E. Smith, pow commanding 
steam whaler Bowheart, who, in 1869, ascended the stream a con- 
siderable distance, show the river to bealarge one. In addition 
to the expedition to be sent out this year from the Corwin to ex- 
plore the river, another, under the command of Lieut, Stoney, is 
now fitting out in San Francisco tor the same purpose. The 
Corwin will leave port about the 20th of April to make her 
annaal official visit to all settlements in Alaska, to communicate 
in Arctic waters with the whaling fleet, and to gather while there 
all possible in the interest of science.

The House Commerce Committee, after holding several meet- 
ings tor the consideration of the measures referred to it for in- 
creasing the efficiency of the Revenue Marine service, finally 
adopted, by a majority vote, the Hoblitzell bill. Several mem- 
bers favored other bills, and it is understood will submit a report 
dissenting from the views contained in the report of the majori- 
ty. Neither of the reports have been presented to the House as 
yet, but they have been prepared and are in members 
awaiting an opportunity to be submitted. 








MORE JEANNETTE INVESTIGATING. 


Tux sub-committee of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs has had a busy time of it this week investigating the 
charges made by Dr. Collins relative to the management of 
the Jeannelle Arctic Expedition. Fireman Bartlett oon- 
cluded his testimony on Monday, and then Ninderman was 
examined. He said the expedition should have had better 
provisions, clothing. etc.; the Polaris, iu which witness had 
sailed, was better fitted out than the Jeannetle. He was asked 
whether navigators did not believe that there was an open 
Polar Sea. He exclaimed quickly, and with some indigna- 
tion: ‘‘ That’s not my view; there is no euch thing as an 
open Polar Sea.” 

He adhered to the statement made by him before the Na- 
val Court of Inquiry, that Capt. De Long was justified in 
placing his ship in the ice if he desired reach Wrangell 
Land, and emphatically asserted that the explorers would 
not reach the pole in the next two or three hundred years at 
the present rate; if any one desired to try it, however, he 
must place his vessel in the ice ; he (the witness) did not re- 
gard it as imprudence or bad seamanship to do so, since 
there was no other resort. He was friendly to all on the ex- 
pedition, and was not a mau to bear dges; knew there 
was a hard feeling between De Long and Collins, but did not 
know the cause, except that Colling-had_said_he had been 
suspended by the captain; thought there was bad feeling 
between Melville and Danenhower also. 

A question tending to show that De Long did not act with 
judgment and discretion during the retreat was objected to 
by Mr. Arnoux, counsel for Mrs. De Long. He contended 
that the committee had no right to inquire into tho conduct 
of the expedition. That had been settled by the Naval 
Court of Inquiry. Mr. Curtis insisted that that committee 
had aright to go into the mismanagement of the expedition. 
They were not to be bound by the findings of the Court of 
Inquiry when that court itself was to be reviewed, This in- 
vestigation was ordered; so that the truth, suppres#ed in the 
Court of Inquiry, might be known. Messrs. McAdoo and 
Buchanan thought the committee had the right to review all 
the facts connected with the expedition. The committee 
ruled that it had the power to investigate the whole subject. 
Dr. Collins was next examined at length; and-said that he 
obtained the information upon which the resolution asking 
for an investigation was predicated from papers found on 
his brother's body, from statements of Jackson, the Berlin 
correspondent of the New York Herald, from the remarks of 
Mr. Danenhower at the Fifth Avenne Hotel, from general 
gossip around the country, and from what Mr. Newcomb 
told him. Mr. Newcomb told him be and Mr. Collins had 
been treated with every outrege or indignity. He also told 
him thet Mr.-Danenhower was badly treated. Mr. Newcomb. 
the naturalist of the expedition, followed Dr. Collins and 
said he thought that Collins was not treated exact! right by 
the officers of the expedition other than Messrs. Chipp and 
Davenhower, and that he (himself) had been treated with 
indignity by Melville and De Long. If he had been free and 
untrammelied when he went before the Court of Inquiry, 
he might have answered its questions more fully.

ARMY TACTICS. 


Tne Army of the United States is overburdened with 
Tactics, and the tendency is rather to increase than de- 
crease the number. With our small Army there should 
be much less tactics, but what there is should be thor- 
oughly understood by every one. In the armies of the 
First Napoleon the tactics were exceedingly simple, but 
he achieved great victories with his troops as is well 
known. Itis fair to say that neitner officers nor men 
in our Army know the whole Tactics, which is not as it 
should be. 

The number of movements in the Cavalry Tactics is 
far greater than can possibly be used in any campaign, 
and some of the commands are simply absurd. Take 
for instance this one from page 266 of the present Cav- 
ulry Tactics: “1. Companies. 2. To the right (or left) 
and front. 3. To fight on foot. 4. Dismount. 5. 
Link Horses. 6. As skirmishers. 7. Right (or left) 
tront into line. 8. March.” Can anything be more 
ridiculous than this? The commanding officer might 


a queer rigmarole to go through with when achief is 
going into action with his men! We need more drill 
and fewer evolutions and commands. 

The Baron Steuben’s Tactics, used in our Revolution- 
ary War, were very simple, but no one can say that 
they did not serve their purpose well in every respect. 
All of the officers and men knew them perfectly from 
beginning to end, and there was no such thing known 
at that time as ignorance of Tactics. But, of late years, 
the aim scems to have been toabs2lutely load dowa the 
Tactics s> that no living man could master them in 
their entirety, and officers have been more like a lot of 
school-boys than level-headed men who knew every de- 
tail of Tactics. The movements from column into 
line, and line into column, should be well understood, 
and there is the end of it. . Adding difficult movements 
does no god, but rather befog3 all hands, and mskes 
men think less of themselves. A soldier should be self- 
confident under all circumstances, and the Tactics 
should be so made that after two years’ service an or- 
divary individual would be able to master all of them. 
Changing our Tactics, that had carried us safely and | 
triumphantly through one of the greatest wars the | 
world has kuown, was all wrong, and should never 
have been permitted. We need simplicity, not com- 
plexity, and must have our Tactics and our commands 
so modified that it will not be necessary to send young

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derstand them. They must be learned by every inan 
inthe Army, not by any spezial class, and all Tactics 
that sequire special schools are fauliy. Great knowl. 
edge is not necessary in ordinary Tactics, but they must 
be mads s0 that every farmer, laborer, artisan and citj_ 
zen can understand them. That is the way to make an 
efficient army. 

Instead of making our Tactics more complex, or ada. 
ing to them in any way, they should be simplified ag 
much as possible, and so ought the uniforms and equip. 
ments be simplified—simplicity should be studied jn 
everything. Our ecouting equipment is entirely gif. 
ferent from that which is worn on parade, which ig 
all wrong a3 apy one can see at a lance. Tho 
men should be drilled and manceuvred on parade ex. 
acily as they ure expected to move in active campaigr, 
and their dress anl equipment should be the same. 
There should be the same dress for scouting that js 
worn on full dress parade. That is the way to reform 
the Army, and such areform would do some good, 
Givirg soldiers three or four different suits of clothes jg 
all wrong—is expensive—and totally unnecessary, 
The French officers that visited this country in 
1881 were much struck with the number and different 
kinds of clothing provided for our officers and soldiers, 
and said they could not get along atall if they were 
required to have so many, as 1t would take more trans. 
portation than they possessed to carry them from place 
to place. 


ATHLETICS IN THE ARMY. 

Tne article which we published last week on “Ath. 
letics in the Army,” has, we are glad to say, aroused 
much interest, and the prospect seems to be that more 
attention will be given to that most essential portion of 
our soldiers’ training. The armies of Europe—and es 
pecially the army of Great Britain—foster, by every 
possible means, a spirit of emulation among the rank 
and file, to excel in manly exercises and sports, military 
and non-military. Considerable sums are expended 
annually by officers and others interested in army mat- 
ters, in the purchase of prizes to be given the success. 
ful competitors. We well remember, on a visit to Eng- 
land, over twenty years ago, witnessing a series of 
athletic sports on Woolwich Common, participated in 
by the large artillery garrison there, and a similar exhi- 
bition at the Crystal Palace at Sydenham, in which 
representatives from the several regiments stationed in 
and around London took part. The public interest in 
the sports was wonderful to behold, nor were the army 
officers a whit behindhand. There seems no reason 
why we should not take a siep in the same direction. 
Many of our posts furnish ample facilities, and we pre- 
dict that, once set in motion, the project will excite 
universal enthusiasm. 

We have before us as we write, a programme of “A 
Grand Mounted and Dis-Mounted Assault at Arms,” 
by “Tae 4th Royal Irish Dragoon Guards, the garrison 
of Portsmouth and the Royal Navy,” which took place 
in Portsmouth, Eogland, last month. First came 
‘“‘ Sword exercise,” participated in by two Sergeants 
and a Corporal of the Guards, then ‘‘ Bayonet versus 
Sword,” a Corporal anda Private; ‘‘ Boxing,” four 
Privates; ‘‘Cutlass Exercise,” a party of Seamen; 
“* Musical Club Exercise,” Fencing, Lance Exercise, 
Quarter Staff; Steeple Chase between a Sergeant and 
Corporal of the Guards, Tournament Ride, Mounting 
and Dis-Mounting Gun, Mounted Wrestling, Musical 
Lance Figure Ride, Barebacked Kiding, Svord ¥. 
Sword, Sword v. Lance, Dismounted Wrestling, 
Plaiting May Pole, etc. 

This programme was more especially designed fot 
mounted troops, but there are other sports suitable for 
foot troops, similar to those of the ‘Scotch Games,” 
which take place annually in New York. We could 
wish that the pests in New York Harbor would inau- 
gurate this summer, either at Governor's Island or a 
Fort Hamilton, where there is ample space, a Military 
tournament such as that we have outliaed, and the 
Army AND Navy Jovgnat will be glad to do all it caa 
to further the project and to contribute its quota t0- 
wards suitable prizes for those engaging in the sports.

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THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


{nx Senate spent three days this week in debate on 
the Naval Appropriation bill. So far as progress had 
been made up to Thursday evening, when the Senate 
adjourved until Monday, all the amendments made by 
the Appropriation Committee were agreed to, except the 
appropriation under the head of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion for the outfit of the four new steel cruisers, and for 
the erection of a testing house. The former the commit- 
teeincreased from $40,000 to $60,000, and the latter, 
fot which the House appropriated $7,000, the commit- 
teestruck out. These amendments of the committee 
were disagreed to. ‘The amendment incorporated in 
the bill by the committee, appropriating $400,000 to 
complete the crdnance outfit for the three new steel 
cruisers and one despatch boat, was increased to $500,- 
090. These are the only changes made in the bill as it 
came from the Senate committee up to page 16, where 
debate was in progress when the Senste adjourned. 
fhere is but little doubt that the remainder of the 
of the bill will pass as reported from the committee. 
The clause making appropriation for the seven new ves- 
sels will be the subject of debate for some days yet, but 
asit has gone through the Senate once before this ses- 
sion no fear is entertained of a failure the second time. 

From present appearances this important bill is 
likely to hang fora longtime in the conference com- 
mittee, or the series of such committees that will be 
appointed, if the House concludes to follow Mr. Ran- 
dall’s lead in the policy of ‘‘No money for the Navy,” 
of which he is this year the champion. How far the 
chairman of the Appropriation Vommittee is influenced 
by the fact that the Philadelphia Navy Yard has been 
closed, it is impossible to say; but in view of the pub- 
lished statement that the entire Philadelphia Congres- 
sional delegation visited Mr. Chandler, and labored 
with him to keep that yard oper, and so distribute the 
employees that each district should have an equal num- 
ber of men in the yard, it is not improbable that if the 
Secretary had yielded to the request, we might have 
seen a tolerably liberal sum allotted. As itis, the 
New Cruisers bill was unceremoniously laid on the 
Speaker’s table, without the courtesy of a reference. 

The subject is attracting a good deal of attention in 
the public press, and the New York Herald, which has 
all along been decrying the vessels now under construc- 
tion, and has advocated a do nothing policy until they 
have been tried, has recently changed its tactics, and 
now advocates the immediate passage of the Senate 
bill, being moved thereto by a letter from Admiral 
Simpson, the president of the Advisory Board, which 
we give elsewhere. 

On the other hand, the Times, of Philadelphia, with 
& peculiar diszegard of facts and possibilities, exclaims 
that, ‘if the Senate should add its bill for the con- 
struction of new ships to the General Appropriation 
bill, it will be the clear duty of the House to reject it 
absolutely, unless William E. Chandler either-resigns 
or is driven from the Navy Department,” as the money 
thus appropriated ‘‘ might be used to close a navy yard 
for the sake of some favored comractor.” The Zimes 
is evidently forgetful of the fact that Congress has 
directed the closing of certain yards, and that the part 
played by its own particular yard in the politics of the 
past has not been one of the sweetest fragrance. 

Inasmuch as nuthing could really be accomplished in 
the construction of the proposed ships before Congress 
18 aguin in session, we deem it highly unwise to deluy 
the work. Itis but a moderate beginning of the exe 
iremely modest desires of the naval service for a proper 
moderna navy. 

Senator Vest pointed ,to the fact that we have 
virtually no Navy, no Merchant Marine and a defense- 
less sea board, and charged this to the maladmin. 
stration and reckless waste of $885,000 appropriated 
by Congress since 1866 for the support of the Navy. 
He presented a lorg argument in favor of free ships 
and against our navigation laws. He was replied to by 
Senator Hale, who showed that since the war but 
$3,200,000 had been appropriated (in 1873) for the 
Purpose of building new ships and reconstructing the 
American Navy, while Great Britain has expended be- 
tween two and three hundred millions, and other na- 

tions in like yroporticn. Ihave gone into this, he said, 
for the purpose and with the hope that during this 
discussion we shall hear no more of that oft-repeated 
cry of the $385,000000, and the want of confidence 
€xpressed in the Navy Department because of thal. 

To answer to an outcry against John Roach Mr. Hale 
Said: “T have nothing to say of Mr. John Roach. I 
have the barest acquaintance with him. I have not 
seen the man for a year except once meeting him cn 
the street. I can say when it is ciarged that these are

Cormittee on Naval Affairs that sponsored this bill 
first, nor the Committe2 on Appro;riations that has put 
it on the Appropriation bil:, has ever seen the face of 
Jobo Roach or has ever heaid the footfall of his fvot, 
or ha; known of his preseuce in Washiogton.

Mr. Vest said if $20,000,000 was proposed to build 
first-class iron-cladsto face the Invincible, Alexandria 
aod Lepanto he would vote for the measure, but he did 
not want any cruise.s. Nor did Mr. Beck, who said: 
‘The pets of the Navy will be put upon those cruisers; 
they will never hear a guu fired if they can avoid it, 
they will never be near our coasts and harbors when 
trouble comes, but will kecp away from the war ships 
of ihe world; their only in‘erest will be to stir up strife 
so that they can keep -lear of the big guns and do what 
they can to put prize-money in their pockets.” 

This is the view taken by s-me of the Senaturs in 
the very interesting debate to which we shall have oc- 
casion to make turther reference onitscompl.tion: Mr. 
Jon<s, of Florida, for one, made a sensible and patriotic 
speech. He said thut, the real question was, Did the 
country need the new cruisers? If so, they should not 
be refused because the Administ ation was Republican. 
If the President, who was responsible for executing the 
laws, failed in his duty, impeach him or replace him. 
Mr. Beck, on the other hand, was opposed to cruisers 
because they were primarily meant for destroyers of 
c:mmerce, and if a sudden war broke out they would 
destroy our own, wLich is a!! carried in foreigu bo!toms. 
He raised the point of order ihat the cruisers could not 
be provided for in an apprupriation bill, and contested 
it against the r sling of Mr. Edmunds, supported by Mr. 
Bayird. Mr. Beck is to be credited however, with 
awending the bill so as to give $500,000 instead cf 
$400,000 for ordnance for the cruisers already building. 








THE PROMOTION OF MAJOR BABCOCK. 


Tue following letter has been addressed to the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Military Affairs of the 


Senate : 
WasHinaTon, April 5, 1884. 


Hon. John A. Logan, Chairman Committee on Military Affairs, 
U. 8. Senate: 

Sin: On the 25th ult.I filed with your committee, through 
you, s formal protest against the coufirmation of Major Orville 
E. Babcock as lieutenant-colunel, with a brief statement ot the 
grounds on which my protest was based. I beg leave to add 
other and more specific reasons why, in my judgueut, the nomi- 
nation oi said Babcock should vot be confirmed. 

The existence of a poweriul c-mbination of conspirators known 
as the great. whiskey ring of 1875 and their operations ic defraud- 
ing the Government of revenue derived from the tax on distilled 
spirite 1s matter of history well kuown to your committee. 1 
had the mistortune to be drawn into tbat whirlpvol of official 
corruption and to besome the custodian of the secrets of the ring 
and of a vast mass of papers, documents and secret correspond- 
ence, which gave me full knowledge of the personnel as well as 
the plans and successes of the con piracy. I charge: 

1, That Orville E. Babcock was not only a member of the ring 
and asbarer in the vast sums of money obtained through its 
guilty operations, but that he was its most powerful promoter 
by reason of the position be held during tue period named as pri 
vate secretary to President Grant. 

2. That as the trusted friend and conidential secretary of the 
President, he became tue custodian uf Executive and Departmen- 
tal secrets, which he freely and constantly disclused to members 
of the ring, to inspire caution and ensure greater succees iu its 
ublewtul uperations. 

3. That, with full knowledge of the membership and of the 
plaus and operations of the riug, he successiully urged my reap- 
pointment as supervisor of internal revenue, and the appoint- 
ment of Constantine Maguire to succeed U. W. Ford, deceased, 
as volluctur of internal reveuue for the First District ot Missouri, 
well knowing that Maguire was apn active and trusted member o! 
the ring. 

4. That he received at different times from my hand and from 
otuers valuable presents and Jarge sums of money, well knowiug 
taat the same were a part of the proceeds of plunder obtained by 
tbe ring in defraudivg the Treasury. 

5, That when rur.ors of “crookedness” reached the Treasury 
Department said Babcock obtained accurate knc wledge of the s.- 
cret determinetivn of the Secretary to send revenue agents int» 
my district to terret out and expose the frauds of the ring. That 
be used bis influence to prevent the despatch o! such agents, and 
promptly infurmed members of the ring by secret notes and 
despstches of his success in shielding them irom exposure. 

6. That in a contivucus correspondence with myseii and others 
and 1n persvnal interviews he kept the ring advised of the plans 
and movements of tbe Government locking to inverti:ation and 
e¢xpusure; that he made pledges and presents to members of the 
ting to secure tueir fidelity to himself and to seal the bund of 
secrecy between himself and all who knew of his guilty connec- 
t on with the conspiracy, and that after the indictment of myself 
end others he did everything in his power to suppress evidsnce 
and obstruct the Government in its effurts to secure con- 
victions, 

7. That the failnre to convict ssid Babcock on his indictment 
and trial for conspiracy to defraud the Goverument was due to 
the following facts, viz.: He had obtained possession, by paying 
large sums therefor, of letters, despatches and documents con- 
taming clear proot cf his guilt, aud had destroyed them or with- 
held them from the jury. What was known asthe ‘Syiph”’ 
despatch, used against him on bis trial, couid uct be anderstood 
without a number of oth r letters and despatches written by him 
which explained tue weaning of the former, and contained upas- 
swerable proof of his'guilt ascharged. These letters and despatches 
were pot used in his trial jor the reasun that they were 
then in my possession under lock and key. Their production as 
evidence against Babcock would have rendered his conviction a 
matter of avsolate certainty. 

i deem it unnecessary to add other charges, as the above are 
more than enough vo show that said Baboock is an uaofit persun 
to hold a porition ef hovor and respousibility uuder the au 
thority of aGuvernmeut whose laws he has consciously aud cor- 
ruptiy broken. 

I beg leave farther to state that from the mass of papers, docu- 
ment~, despatches and secret correspond in my p ion I 
wrote and compiled my work entitled “Secrets of the Great Whis- 
key Rivg,”’ a copy of which I had the honor to file with your cem- 
mittee vn the 25:h ult. In that work you will fiad documentary 
evidence in great abundance to sustain every charg: mace, in- 
cluding numerous despatches and letter- bearing the signatures 
O. E, Babcock, Horace Houghton, B. F. Iach, H. B, Browa aud 
Sylpb. Linvite careful attention to the fac similes of these let-

The sting of these charges, so far as the Army is con- 
cerned, lies in the fact that they have never been met, 
as they should have been in the beginning, by a demand 
for a Court of luquiry. Major Babcock 1s an.officer of 
the Army, a graduate of the Military Academy, and a 
member of the Corps of Engineers; hence whatever 
concerns his honor concerns the honor of the Service. 
It is not right that he should be followed through life 
by such attacks, and the proper method of protecting 
him against them is an investigation by a Court of 
Lnquiry. 

Apropos of the U.S. flagship Lancaster, 10 guns, 
now on the European Station, we find that in the Naval 
Achievements of Great Britain, an old and rare illus- 
trated work published in London, 1820, that thee was 
engaged at the battle of Camperdown, October 11, 1797, 
Admiral Adam Duncan in command, and Vice Admiral 
Richard Onslow second, H. M. 8. Lancaster, 64 
guos, 491 men, commanded by Captain J. Wells, 
RN. Also thatone of the Dutch vessels of the de. 
feated ficet called the Munnikinden, 44 guns, .270 
men, was commanded by a Captain Lancaster. Toe 
Lancaster had 8 seamen killed; 2 officers, 18 seamen 
aud 8 marines wcunded in the action. She was after- 
wards broken up or sold, but the name was not perpet- 
uated in the British Navy. 

The Dutch Admural’s ship, the Vryheid, 74 guns, 450 
men, was dismasted and Admiral DeWinter surrender- 
ed to Admiral Duncan on the Venerable, and Rear Ad- 
miral Bloys, on the Admiral De Vries, 68 guns, 450 men, 
surrendered to Vice Admiral Ouslow on the Monarch. 
This was one of the most decisive naval actions of the 
eud of the 18th century, for had the Dutch fleet escaped 
Admiral Duncan without an action, and got tothe Nore, 
they would haveascended the Thamesto Lordon, which 
was practically defencelees. King George III. naturally 
showered honors on the successful commanders. Dun- 
can and Onslow were offered peerages, but the latter de- 
clined it and took a haronetage. The captains were all 
knighted as were also some of the 1st lieutenants, and 
Companionships of the Bath were distributed liberally .. 
The number of ships engaged on the British side was 
16, and also seven Repeaters, which were small vessels, 
sloops, cutters and luggers, not in action. The number~ 
of guns was 1072 and the number of men 315. The 
oumber of Dutch ships engaged was 25, 1266 guns, and 
8847 men. The British had 198 killed and 331 wounded. 
The Dutch loss in killed was nearly 500, and 800 
wounded. 

















Senate bill 427, to give Tiomas G. Corbin the differ. 
e. ce between the shore pay of a captain and a rear ad- 
mi’al on the retired list of the Navy, was considered 
and defeated in te Senate, on Wednesday, by a vote 
of 82 to16. Mess’s. Logan, Cockrell, and Plumb madu 
very strong speeches against the bill, Mr. Logan pro- - 
councing such legislation as vicious, unwise..and 1-. 
consistent with the rule laid down for promotion in the 
Army and Navy. 

Mr. Logan said there were more rear-admirals on the 
retired list than ever belouged to the-Navy; ~-put-there- 
by just such legislation as is here asked for. It Jeads, 
be said, ‘‘to ill-feeling in the Navy and in the Art:y, 
and only makes the Congress of the United States a 
they feel that they ought to have higher rark when 
placed on the retired list. Take the Army. Men are 
placed on the retired list as captains; they come by the 
dozen and ask you to promote them on the retired list 
to major and to colonel, and men who have been retired 
with the rank of colonel or mejor have asked Congress 
to retire them afterwards with the rank of brigadier- 
general. Over and again this has been attempted to be 
done, and it has been done, too, by act;of Congress, and 
the same acts of Congress had to be repealed because 
they created dissensions and ill-feeling in the Army. 
So it is in the N avy.” 

Mr. Plumb said this ofllcer was guilty, not only of 
one, but three acts of insubordination, in three times 
refusing to submit to an examination, which the Secre- 
tary of the Navy had a perfect right to order, by virtue 
of his position as Commander-in-Chief of the Navy 
under the President. He said these three acts of in- 
sub rdivation would, under any state of case, have 
been sufficient to have dismissed him from the Navy ; 
and yet,in place of being dismissed, he is still in the 
Navy; and weare asked now, according to the lan- 


guage of a former member of this body, to deporate 
him for that insubordination, , 
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We have been gratified to observe that there has 
been a slight increase this year in the number of non- 
commissioned officers sent before the boards for exami- 
nation for prometion; and should they be successful, 
there is every reason to suppose that there will be 
enough vacancies to provide for them, after the next 
graduating class at the Military Academy have received 
their commissions. Certainly, our Army, above apy 
other in the world, offers an unexampled inducement 
for young men of character and education to enlist, for, 
after two years’ service, non-commissioned officers of 
character and fair education, and under thirty years of 
age, are eligible for examination to the grade of second 
lieutenant. 


Tue reduction of the revenue for the three quarters 
of the fiscal year now closed has been $43,870,000, as 
compared with the same period last year; that is, a re- 
duction of $15,657,000 in customs receipts, $20,962,000 
in interna! revenue receipts, and $7,250,000 in miscel- 
laneous. There wasalso a reduction of $18,540,000 in 
expenditures, one half of which was in ordinary and 
one half in the decline of pensions and interest. The 
decline in customs revenue is due about as much to the 
decline of importation as to the reduction of the turiff. 
The reduction of the national debt for three quarters of 
the year has been $81,840,000. It will be for the year 
probably over $100,000,000, notwithstanding the reduc- 
tion of taxation last year.

It is expected 
that there will be some lively debate on this measure 
when it comes up iu the Senate. The friends of General 


' Averill made a strong effort in the committee to have 


the bill reported as it came from the House, and came 
within one vote of being successfu'. They intend to 
renew their efforts in the Senate.. There are others who 
are booked for speeches againsi the bill.

Tere was a trial of four armor plates on the island 
of Amager, near Copenhagen, on the 20th and 21st of 
March. One was of steel from the Creusot Company, 
in France; and two compound plates from Sheffield, one 
made by Cammell and Co., and the other by Brown 
and Co. They were 9in. in thickness, and were about 
6ft. 6in. long by 5ft wide, and were attached by bolts to 
a wood backing 9in. in thickness, supported by iron 
skin plates and frames in the rear. The guns used 
were the Gin. and 10in. rifled guns with steel projectiles. 
The shot from the 6in. gun appeared to have much the 
same effect upon each of the plates, the Sheffield 
plates showing the least penetration. The shot from 
the larger gun knocked the left half of the Creusot steel 
plate completely away, thus laying open the target 
without any protection whatever from any other pro- 
jectile that might be fired at it. The same projectile 
passed through the other plates, but it was broken up 
by the English plates, which were not otherwise ser- 
ously damaged. The Hngineer gives the following as 
the points demonstrated by these trials, viz: (1) That 
the guns employed were not suitable for the occasion, 
the 10in. being too heavy and the 15 cm. too light. (2) 
That the dimensions of the plates were too small for so 


severe atest. (3) That the Krupp steel shells were of 
a remarkably good quality.

Those best informed 
in Chinese affairs regard the scheme as wholly 
feasible.” 


Genera. Terry arrived in Washington Wednesday 
morning in response to summons from General Sheri- 
dan, who wished to consult with him in reference to 
military matters in the Department of Dakota, and 
particularly in reference to the proposed concentration 
of posts of that Department at Fort Snelling, enlarging 
Fort Snelling and abolishing some of the smaller posts. 
The policy of the Army is concentration, as affairs 
throughout the country become quieted, and this 
particular change has been recommended before by 
General Sherman and others.

A perFiorency of $25,093.75, for extra-duty pay to 
enlisted men employed as clerks and messengers at 
Division, Department and District Headquarters, has 
been asked for by the Quartermaster-General. This 
deficiency is caused by the omission of Congress to 
provide for the payment of extra-duty pay for this pur- 
pose. No estimate was made by the Quartermaster- 
General for the current year, it being expected that in 
accordance with an estimate submitted by the Adju- 
tant-General of the Army civilian clerks would be sub- 
stituted. As the general deficiency bill has not yet 
been framed by the sub-committee, it, of course, can- 
not be said what the prospects are for securing the ap- 
propriation asked for. ‘The War Department officials, 
however, have promised to do all in their power toward 
bringing it about. Mr. Randall is chairman of the com- 
mittee on the deficiency bill. This will not be very en- 
couraging news to those interested in the extra-duty pay. 











Tue meeting at the Cooper Union Hall, New York, 
on Thursday evening, in aid of a Home for Disabled 
Confederate Soldiers, was largely attended, and ‘‘ Blue 
and Gray” fraternized in the true spirit of miltary 
camaraderie. Corporal Tanner, of Brooklyn, a promi- 
nent G. A. R. gentleman, presided, and in a telling 
speech called attention to the fact that it was on the 
9th of April, just nineteen years ago, that Gen. Lee 
surrendered to Gen. Grant. With that surrender at 
Appomattox should have ended all feelings of sectional 
enmity or bitterness. Gen. Grant epitomized the senti- 
ments of the great mass of the soldiers of the Northern 
Army when he said to Gen. Lee, “ Tell your soldiers to 
keep their horses ; they will need them to do the spring 
ploughing. I shall order 100,000 rations to be distrib- 
uted to your army.” Maj. Wm. H. Quincy read a let- 
ter from Gen. Grant indorsing the movement, and re- 
gretting his inability to accept the invitation to preside 
over the mecting. Gen. George A. Sheridan said it 
was possible for the people of the great North to give 





from their abundance something to help the ex-Confed- 


erates to take care of their disabled heroes, A few 
remarks were made by Gen. Floyd King, of Louisiang 
Ex-Judge Albion W. Tourgee said that he wished tp 
testify his admiration for the American soldier of every 
stamp. He believed that it was the duty of the people 
of the North to aid their Southern brethren in caring 
for the disabled Confederate soldiers. There were 
plenty of instances, the speaker said, where ex Confed. 
erates had extended a helping hand to Northern men jp 
distress.

Tue House Miliary Committee at its meeting o 
Tuesday, discussed a bill drafted by Mr. Rosecrans 
providing that the accounting officers of the Treasury 
be compelled to. close all accounts of disbursing officers 
of the Army within two years from the date of their 
rendition. Action was deferred to consult with the Sojj. 
citor of the Treasury first, but the sentiment of the Com. 
mittee seemed to be that some means should be adopt- 
ed by which disbursing officers’ accounts could be closed 
within a reasonable period. It is stated that disbursing 
accounts of Paymasters filed ten years or more ago bare 
not yet been passed upon. 








When Gen. Stanley leavesSanta Fe, it is expected that 
the District of New Mexico will be abolished, as the 
condition of things has changed there, and the facilities 
for travel have been so much improved that the troops 
which remain cau be governed directly by General 
Augur from Department Headquarters. 





Ir is earnestly hoped by War Department officials 
that Congress will be more liberal this year with its ap- 
propriation for Army transportation, so that some of 
the long-talked of and much-needed changes in stations 
of regiments may be made. Nothing, however, is yet 
known as to its intentions in this respect. 











Tae Secretary of War transmitted to the House on 
Thursday a communication from General Sheridan giv- 
ing plans, specifications and estimates for converting 
one-half of the Depot of the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment at San Autonio, Texas, intoa military post. The 
Lieutenant-General states that by changing and build- 
on the present building, a second story, it would furnish 
accommodations for twelve companies, six of Infantry 
and six of Cavalry. ‘‘ Before long,” he adds, ‘we will 
be able to break up some of our smal! posts and con- 
centrate the troops at desirable strategic points. San 
Antonio is one of these points. Being the centre of the 
railroad system in Texas, it offers every opportunity to 
send troops to any desired point.” 

Economy is urged as the argument for large posts, 
and it isshown that the cost for 100 soldiers for one 
day, which includes cost of clothing, fuel, forage, sub 
sistence, etc., to be as follows: At Camp Rice, Texas 
for Infantry, $37.25; for Cavalry, $81.45. At Sao 
Antonio, Texas, for lofantry, $29.95; for Cavalry, 
$62.34. 


THERE was a good attendance at the rooms of the 
Military Service Institution, at Governor's Island, 
Thursday of this week, to listen to the reading of & 
paper, by General Egbert L. Viele, on “ Camp aod 
Garrison Sanitation.” The importance of the subject 
and the experience of the author of the paper in such 
matters, made the occasion one of unusual interest 
Major General Hancock presided. 

Generat Viele made a stirring plea ia behalf of be- 
ter quarters for our troops, and cited numerous facls 
and statistics in support of bis argument. At Fot 
Hamilton, he said, the quarters for the men are stone 
casemates, 44 by 14 by 12, badly ventilated, damp aad 
leaky, and totally unfit fur quarters. The air space P* 
man is about 175 cubic feet; there are no baths # 
lavatories, the men performing their ordinary ablutions 
at the wells or cisterns near their quarters. The qu" 
ters cecupied by the officers in the casemates are mon 
unhealthy than those used by the men; they are inter: 
sected by numerous partitions and have no ventilation. 
But it is not necessary to multiply these criticisms. Tb? 
evils complained of exist in all the sea board forts, and 
what is worse, the most recent attempts at improv 











quarters that have been made resulted in conspicum 
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failures, the combined result of cheapness, bad con- 
tractors, and of too little knowledge of the true princi- 
ples involved in the construction on the part of those 
charged with the duty of their erection. 

After the reading of the paper an animated discussion 
took place. Among those present were Generals Z. B. 
Tower, T. L. Crittenden, W. D. Whipple, R. H. Jack- 
gon, Grant Wilson, Colonels T. G. Baylor and G. W. 
McKee, Majors W. F. Randolph, C. I. Wilson, Cap- 
tains J. S. Wharton, G. F. Price, Chas. Shaler, Lieu- 
tenants Reilly, Thorpe, Carbaugh, (Sawyer, and Pay 
Director John §. Cunningham, U. 8. N. General 
Tower said that the subject was undoubtedly one of 
the most important that had any bearing upon the effi- 
ciency of the Army. It was, he was glad to say, stir- 
ring up the medical corps of the Army. He moved 
that the paper be published, which motion was unani- 
mously adopted, and the thanks of the meeting were 
given to General Viele. 











Ow1xe to the absence of one of the members of the 
sub-Committee — Representative Townsend — further 
consideration of the Army appropriation bill has been 
delayed until next week. A meeting of the House 
Appropriation Committee is called for Monday next, 
when the Fortification bill will be finally completed and 
reported tothe House. No hopes are entertained of 
getting an appropriation for a Government Foundry. 
The House Naval Committee, on Tuesday, agreed to 
report favorably the bill, H. R. 1834, to give Captain 
Douglass Ottinger, of the Revenue Marine Service, the 
full pay of his rank. An adverse report was made on 
the bill to retire Pay Inspector James M. Carpenter, 
with the rank of Pay Director. 








An English paper contrasts the action of Bismarck 
on the Lasker resolutions,with that of Her Majesty’s 
Ministers with reference to the dynamite plots supposed 


to be hatched in this country. It says: 

Newspapers publicly collect funds for the purchase of dyna- 
mite, and the hiring of dynamite assassins to kill and maim un- 
offending women and children, as well as men in this country. 
Offices, for the receiving of the blood money and for the engage- 
ment of these fionds in humap shape, are publicly kept open in 
American towns as boldly as ordinary shops in London. If ever 
there was an offence against international law, as well as against 
public morality, it is the open practice of this nefarious conspir- 
acy among the Irish population in the States. Yet, so far as we 
know, the British Ministry have not dared to remonstrate with 
the American Government against these dastardly and anti- 
humancrimes. What would the American Government have 
done if such atrocities had been hatched in England against 
their citizens? If such proceedings were levelled against Ger- 
many or the German people the great Ohancellor would have 
spoken in a voice of thunder loug ayo. Hundreds of innocent 
persons have only escaped acruel death by the barest good for- 
tune. Indeed, the escape cannot be regarded as other than 
Providential; yet our craven Ministers let the infamous conspir- 
acy flourish in its birthplace without remonstrance. Would 
that we had a Bismarck ! 


We might, perhaps, retort that Britain hatches and 
sends to this country the Lrishmen who breed the dyna- 
mite plots, and that it is impossible for them to do any 
mischief unless the English authorities show themselves 
unequal to a surveillance over plotters against the peace 
of England, which they expect of us. No Irishman 
canenter England with an infernal machine without 
the neglect or connivance of British customs officials. 
Besides, they have a comparatively small frontier to 
guard, and have full authority to protect it against ille- 
gal importations, while it would be impossible under 
any system of laws to prevent the plotting against the 
peace of foreign governments, which England has 
never succeeded in preventing on her own soil, and 
with which she has in the past so sorely tried the pa- 
tience of continental nations. 








HOW TO TEST CANNED FRUITS. 


Ala meeting of the Medico-Legal Society, held in New 
York on Wednesday evening, Dr. J. G. Johnson, of Brook- 
lyn, read a paper on “Poisoning by Canned Fruits and 
Meats,” and in closing gave the following rules to be observed 
Pd perchasers to avoid buying unsound or tainted meats or 

Tits : 

“Every cap should be examined, and if two holes are 
found to have been punched in it take the can immediately 
to the Board of Health, with its contents, and give the name 
of the grocer from whom it was bought.” ‘The reason the 
second hole is punched is that the can has keen found to be 
& “swell,” that is, the head has been bulged out by the gases 
caused by fermentation, and the can has been “reprocessed,” 
or put in a hot water bath a second time, anda second open- 
10g made to allow these gases to escape. 

‘Reject every can that does not show the golden line of resin 
around the edge of the solder of the cap, the same as is seen 
All others, the doctor 
claimed, were sealed with muriatic acid. 


“Reject any and every can that shows apy rust around the |- 


Cap On the inside of the head of the can.” Rust proves that 
there Was air inside, and consequently fermentation. 
aneefect any can that does not bear the manufacturer’s 


“Before buying press the bottom of the can up, and if the 
contents are decomposed, the tin will rattle like the bottom 
of the oiler of your sewing-machine. If the contents are 
Sound, the bottom will be solid and impossible to push up.”

RECENT DEATHS. 


Masor Jostan Quincy BropHEAD, paymaster, U. 8. Army, 
who died at his residence at Boston on April 3, was born at 
New Market, New Hampshire, Jan. 1, 1823. His father, 
John Brodhead, was a prominent Methodist minister, and a 
Democrat of the old Jeffersonian school, a life-long friend 
of Andrew Jackson, who, with Isaac Hill and Amos Ken- 
dall, was his most earnest supporter and defender in New 
England ; he was also & member of Congress. The brothers 
of the deceased were the late Hon. John M, Brodhead, 
Second Comptroller of the U.8. Treasury ; Geo. Brodhead, 
for a long period president of the New York Stock Ex- 
change ; Daniel Brodhead, formerly a well known Boston 
broker, now a resident of New Hampshire, and Col. Thorn- 
ton Brodhead, 2 prominent lawyer of Detroit, who served as 
a lieutenant in the Mexican War, and who fell mortally 
wounded at the head of his regiment, the 1st Michigan Cav- 
alry, at the second battle of Bull Run. Major Brodhead 
entered the Army in April, 1862, as an assistant quartermas- 
ter of volunteers, and was in November of the same year 
made an additional paymaster. In December, 1865, he was 
brevetted lieutenant-colonel for faithful services, and in 
April, 1869, was honorably mustered out of service. In July, 
1875, he was appointed major and paymaster, U. 8, Army, 
and assigned to duty on the Pacific Coast. After a service 
of several years in California he was transferred to the De- 
partment of the Missouri, where he remained until August, 
1882, since which date and until February, 1884, he remained 
at his home at Boston awaiting orders. On the 18th of Feb- 
ruary he set out for his new station, at Tucson, Arizona. 
His health being much impaired and his mind becoming 
affected, he was ordered to his home, which he reached un- 
der the care of a hospital steward, his son, and his nephew, 
only a few days vefore his death, the immediate cause of 
which was pneumonia, the result of a bad cold taken on his 
journey home. But few officers of the Army have had such 
achaplet of misfortunes woven for them by the hand of fate. 
During Major Brodhead’s service in California he and his 
clerk were attacked in the mountains by a highwayman in 
ambush, the clerk mortally wounded, and $600, public 
funds, were stolen by the robber. Major Brodhead escaped 
with the greater part of the funds, which were on his per- 
son. While on duty in the Department of the Missouri, at 
the crossing of the Canadian River, near Fort Elliott, in the 
Panhandle of Texas, his escort was attacked by a desperado, 
at whose ranch he had stopped for the night, and two of 
the soldiers were wounded. The ranchman and his bar- 
keeper were killed by the troops in self-defence. Subte- 
quently, $20,000 were stolen from Major Brodhead's iron 
chest while in the hands of the Pacific Express Company in 
Kansas. After many postponements the case was tried in 
the U. 8. District Court, and judgment for the amount was 
obtained against the express company. The case has been 
appealed by the express cumpany, and has not yet reached 
a hearing. Major Brodhead was of a naturally sensitive 
nature, and his misfortunes increased it almost to morbid- 
ness. No just suspicion ever attached to him. These exciting 
scenes attended with bloodshed, the law's delays, and the 
worry incident to the trial, made a deep impression on his 
nervous system ; and the long-continued anxiety and strain 
eventually disordered his mind. He was a quiet, retiring, 
Christian gentleman, and a most devoted husband and 
father. Shortly before his desth his intellect returned, and 
he recognized and bade farewell to each member of his 
family. His end came peacefully, and he closed his eyes 
upoa the world and its sorrows with but little regret, and in 
the fall faith of going ‘‘ where the wicked cease from trou- 
bling and the weary are at rest.” 

Funeral services over the remains of Col. Brodhead were 
held last Sunday afternoon in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, corner of Worcester and Tremont streets, Boston. 
The pastor, Rev. 8. F. Jonos, was assisted by the Rev. J. A. 
N. Chapman, an old pastor, and friend of the deceased, who 
came to Boston for the purpose. The singing was by a 
select choir. The floral tributes were tasteful and beautiful. 
After the services the body was buried in the family lot on 
Willow avenue, in Mount Auburn Cemetery. The following 
officers acted as pall bearers : Gen. H. B. Carrington, U.8.A.; 
Col. John Mendenhall, 4th Artillery; Col. Charles McClure, 
paymaster; Major A. G. Robinson, Q. M.; Major John F. Wes- 
ton, C.8.; Capt. Wm. Fletcher, 20th Infantry; Capt. George 
G. Greenough, 4th Artillery, and Lieut. H. D. Borup, Ord- 
nance, U. 8. A. 

Tue funeral ceremonies of the late Hon. W. P. Hunt, ex- 
Secretary of the Navy and late Minister to Russia, took place 
at St. John’s Church, Washington, on Tuesday of this week, 
and the remains were then conveyed with due honors to Oak 
Hill Cemetery for-interment. The light battery and foot 
troops of the 2d U. 8. Artillery, Wasbington Barracks, 
under Major C. B. Throckmorton, a battalion of marines, 
seamen, etc, participated in the ceremonies, which were 
under the supervision of Lieutenant-Commander B. H. 
McCalla, U. 8S. Navy. The pall-bearers were Chief Justice 
Waite, Admiral Porier, General Skeridan, Rear-Admiral 
Rodgirs, Mr. Blaine, Senator Gibson, Judge Bancroft 
Davis, Judge Peabody, and Hon. Thos. L. James, and a de- 
tachment of sailors from the Despatch were detailed as 
body-bearers. 


James £oneER, a veteran of the War of 1812, died at Ann 
Arbor, Mich., April 4, aged niuety-one.

In submitting the foregoing annual report the secretary and 
‘ treasurer copgratulates the Association upon the favorable show 
ing contained therein, which exbibite substantial evidence of 
increased stability and prosperity, potwithstanding the unusn} 
ally large mortality experienced by the organizstion daring the 
year embraced. Thirteen assessments, re} resenting over $42,000, 
have been called, and were met with such generally prompt re- 
sponses that only two permanent suspensious of members mark 
the loss from default in payment. The sum of $25.932.30 was 
promptly paid the beneficiaries of eight members deceased. Only 
four members have withdrawn from the Association duriog the 
year, while seventy have been admitted. The total expense of 
conducting the business of the Seciety tor the year was $250.62— 
about thirty-seven cents to each member, or aix-tenths of one 
per cent. on the amount collected. 

The savings from excess of fees and fines and interest, together 
with the enhanced value of bonds, would increase the reserve 
fund from $3,436 09 to $5,831.23, or $8.30 per capita of present 
memberships. Therefore,in fixing the amount of the entrance 
tee for the ensuing year, a sum not less than the latter should be 
adopted by the Board of Directors. 

The secretary and treasurer takes this opportunity to state that 
from casual iniormation it is evident that the certificates of not a 
few members have become vitiated by the failure on the part of 
holders to appoint other beneficiaries in the place of those de} 
ceased. Possible legal complicatiens and contingent trouble 
may arise in the future, if such members fail to secure revised 
certificates.

OFFICERS RESTORED BY EXECUTIVE ACT. 


Following are the conclusions of law of the Court of 
Claims in the case of Benjamin P. Runkle v. United 
Siates, decided on Monday : 

1. That the President, as commander in-chief of the Army, had 
virtule oficii, a right to appoint the court-martial. 

2. Twat the court-martial bad jurisdiction to try the claimant 
on charges based on bis acte dune while on duty aiter he was re- 
t 


3. Toat the order issued by the Secretary of War, announcing 
the approval of the ewentence of the court-martial, was the act vf 
Presideut Grant, aud legatiy confirmed the sentence; avd that, 
on its promulgation, the claimant ceased to be an officer in the 


army. 

4. That the act of President Hayes disapproving the sen- 
tence, and revoking the order announcing it, was illegal, 
null, and void, and did not, in law, restore the claimant tu the 


a Tat the claimant is not entitled to longevity pay. 

6. That the order of President Hayes to give the claimant pay 
for the time he was out of the Army, was illegal, nu:l, and void, 

7. Tuat the deteudants are entitled to recover back from the 
claimant, ia counter claim, the $9,195 27 paid Lim for the time 
he was out of the Army. 

8. That, betoug an officer de facto, though not de jure, since 
President Haves's order disapproving, the sentence, the pay re- 
ceived by bim for the time since that order was made, cannot be 
recovered bick by the defendants. 

Drake, Ch. J., delivered the opinion of the Court. 
As tothe right of the President to order the Court-marti: 1 
they say that, as to the 72d Article of War, cited by the 
defendant to the contrary, it has no bearing on the 
case, because it was not in existence when the Court 
martial was convened; the substance of it in the old 
Article 65 was in force as amended by the Act of May 
29, 1830. but not in the words of the present Article. 
Aside from this the Court held that the position that 
the President has no authority to appoint a Court 
martial under any circumstances cannot be maintained. 
They say : 

**By the Constitution the President is the Command- 
er in Cuief of the Armies of the United States. Courts- 
martial are the creatures of orders; the power to con- 
vene them being an attribute of command. This gen- 
eral power has been exercised in repeated instances by 
the President since the formation of the Government. 
ladeed, if the same.could not be exercised, it would be 
impracticable, in the absence of an assignment of a 
general officer to command the Army, to administer 
military justice in a considerable class of cases, of 
officers and soldiers not-under the command of any 
department commander, as, for example, a large pro- 
portion of the officers of the general staff, and the whole 
body of the retired officers.” 

The claimant further contended that even if the Court 
was lawfully appointed it had to jurisdiction, as the 
offence for which he was tried did not constitute a 
“case arising in the land or naval forces.” 

Article V. of the Amendments to the Constitution de- 
clares that— 

No person shall be held to answer fora capital, or otherwise in- 
famous crime, unless on & presentment or indictment of a grand 
jury, except in cases arising in the land or naval forces, or in the 
militia when in actual service in time of war or public danger. 


As to this the Court says: 

“That Amendment, instead of limiting the jurisdic- 
tlou of courts martial leaves it to be exercised to the 
fullest exteat, under such ‘rules for the government and 
regulation of the land and naval forces’ as Congress 
might, under the power given to it by the Constitution, 
see fit to prescribe. 

“But in this connection the claimant contends, that 
the offence for which be could be lawfully tried before 
a court martial must have been military in its nature, 
and that bis employment in time of peace, upon purely 
civil duties in connection with the Bureau, though 
uoder military orders, did not subject him to the juris- 
diction of a court martial.” 

As to this the answer of the Court is two fold, first 
that no such objection was uryed by the claimant at the 
time of his assignment to the duty, nor before the 
court martial which tried him, and that ‘‘it is the mili 
tary character of the officer, actiog under lawful mili- 
tary orders, which makes the duty a military one, what 
ever may be the particular description of work involved 
in the performance of that duty.” 

The act of Jan. 21, 1870, provides ‘‘that no retired 
officer of the Army shall hereafter be assigned to duty 
of any kind * * and all such assigoments heretofore 


mace shall terminate within thirty days from the pass- 
age of this act.” This act the Court holds does not af 
fect the claimant’s case; “for when be was assigned to 
duty, and also when the act was passed be was on the 
active list.” 





tions averring acts done by him in 1870, before he was 
retired, which was enough to uphold the sentence of 
the Court aside from this pint, and as a retired officer 
he was in any case subject to trial by court martial 
uoder sec. 18, act of Aug. 3, 1861, and under the sec- 
ond charge it was not necessary to his conviction that 
the *cozduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman” 
should have been shown when he was on duty. 

As to the contention that the suppose! confirmation 
ot the decision of the Court was the act of the Secre- 
tary and not of the President, the Court says: 

**In the first place, it is important to note that there 
is not, nor ever was, any law requiring the Presi- 
dent’s confimation of the sentence of a court- 
martial to be attested by his sign manual. In the next 
place, referring to the act of August 7, 1789, ‘to estad- 
lish an Huxecutive Department, to be denominated the De- 
partment of War,’ (1 Stat. L. 49,) substantially retained 
jn section 216 of the Revised Statutes, we find that the 
Secretary of War is to perform and execute such duties 
as shall be enjoined on or entrusted to him by the Presi- 
dent re'ative to the land or naval forces, and to conduct 
the business of the War Department in such manner as 
the President shall, from time to time, order and in- 
struct. We need not discuss the relations established 
between the President and the Secretary of War by 
that act; for that matter was long ago settled by the 
Supreme Court of the United States.” [In Wilcox v. 
Jackson, (13 Peters, 498,) and in United States v. Eiia- 
son, (16 Peters, 291,) here quoted. } 

R terriog to Army precedents, the Court cite the 
cases of 1st Lieut. Wm. 8. Colquhoun, 7ih Inf., sen- 
tenced to be cashiered in 1829 ; Ist Lieut. R. M. Coch. 
rane, cashiered in 1844; Maj. Geo. B. Crittenden, 
Muunted R flemen, cushiered in 1848; Brevet Lieut.- 
Col. Wm. R. Montgomery, Major 2d Iof., dismissed in 
1855; 1st Lieut. John N. Perkins, 1st Vav., cashiered 
in 1859. Our unhesitating judgment, they say, ‘is 
that the findings and senteuce of the Court were legally 
confirmed by President Grant, and that from the date 
of the official promulgation of their confirmation the 
claimant ceased to be un officer of the Army.” As to 
the final question of President Hayes’s order of Aug. 
4, 1877, 1evoking the order of 1873 (No. 7) approving 
the proceedings dismissing Major Kunkle, tne Court 
say: 

Was this a lawful exercise of the exscutive power vested in him 
a8 President of the United States? Weare clear in the conclu- 
sion that it wasnot. N» such authority is expressly conterre! 
ou bim by statute, boris it by avy constitutional definition of 
- powers, vor can it be legitimat,)y inferred from any written 
aw’ 

The only revisory power over the proceedings of courts-mar- 

tial vested by law in the Executive, when President Hayes took 
the action referred to, was that conferred by the 65th Article of 
War, and that was simply “to confirm or disapprove."’ Eituer 
confirmation or disapproval iu sucu a case is a single and isolated 
act, iutepded to produce asingle effect, absolute in its purpose 
and result, complete wheu it is done, and with no authority 
vested iu the Executive, by any written law, to recall, revoke, or 
modify the official act of confirmation or disapproval. Wherever 

a naked power is given to a public officer to du a single particu- 
lar act in a sin,le d-fined case, it may be laid down as an axioma- 
tic rule, that when the act is once duve the power is exhausted, 

Take, tor inst , the President's right to approve a bill passed 
by Copgress—a +iogie act complete in iteel!: bas it ever been 
dreamed that after a bill had teen approved aud placed in the 
National archives, the approval could be retracted ? Aud yet why 
not, if the President may revoke the approval of a court-mar- 
tial'’s sentence? And if be can set aside an executive confirma- 
tion of a covviction aud sentence, why may he not annul au exe- 
cutive disapproval of them, aud require the sentence to be exe 

cuted? It ne can revoke a confirmation by his immediste prede- 
cessor, Wuy not ove made by avy preceding Prevident? If he 
cap, as in this case, go back and take up a sentence that had been 

confirmed and executed more than four years anda half before, 
and revoke it, why vot doso after the lapse of any number of 
years? Bat we need not press questions or illustrations turther. 
Our judgment is, that the act of Presicent Hayes, purporting to 
revuke the sentence which President Grant had confirmed, was 
withvut authority of law, null, and void, and theretore coald not 
possibly cunfer auy right on tue claimaut to restoration to the 

army. 

It auything more were needed to sastain this view, it could be 

fouud in the fact that, when President Hayes’s order was made, 

the number of officers on the retired list allowed by law, to wit, 

three buadred, was full, and there was therefore no place on that 

list tor the claimant; and be was, without authority of law, borne 
on the Army records as additional to that number until Novem- 
ber 19, 1877, when a vacancy occurred. 

The only remaining matter to be disposed of is the defendants’ 
counter-claim tor all the money received by the claimant as pay 

since his supposed restoration to the Army on the 4th of August, 
1877, shown by the findings to have been $23 545.62 from that 
date up to January 1, 1884. Of this sum, $9,195.27 was received 
by bim trom Army Paywasters, fur tue period trom January 16, 
1873, to Auguat 4, 1877, during ail of which time we hold bim not 

tu bave been in tue Army at all, either de jure or de fac/o. 

As appears in the findings, that money was paid Lim by the ex- 

press orders of Presi tent Hayes. That order, of course, justified

.Badeau, which are similar to those decided, and which 
were referred to the Court by the 2d Comptroller, have 
not yet been argued. 

The case of Benj. F. Pope has gone to Congress, 
All of these cases involve the question of the right of 
the President to restore officers to the Army without 
the concurrence of Congress and the principles Jaiq 
down by the Court of Claims in the Runklecase will de 
termine them all. The question cannot be considered 
settled, however, until action by the Supreme Court, to 
which we presume the cases will be appealed. 





REHABILITATING THE NAVY. 


Admiral Simpson writes to Senator Hale : 


Having lately entered on the duty of President of the Advisory 
Board, aud a ter a review of the state of the question of construc. 
tion of additioual cruisers 1 beg leave to present the following 
reasons why I consider it injudicious to postpone action unti| 
another session of Congress : 

I find it urged that the success or failure of the vessels now 
under construction should be practically determined before tak. 
ing any steps toward providing additional ships, and this delay 
ia pleaded tor as though the new ships would necessarily be du. 
plicates of those now under construction in all particulars, and 
tnat the few ianovations that have beeu made on old notions, 
and which are excepted to, would necessarily reappear in the 
new designs, 

The implied doubt of success isan indication of want of con. 
fidence which the members of the Board must accept as the pen. 
alty of office, but I demur to the couciusion that additional yes. 
sels would be reproductions in every particular of the ships now 
under constructiov, This does vot necessarily folluw. In cop. 
sidering new designs the whole subject will be open to the Board 
for reconsiderativu, The Board may or may But recommends 
repetition of the features which have been excepted to. It cer. 
tainly bas the advantage of criticism to assiet it iu its delibers- 
tions, and it possesses judyment enough to sift the wheat of in. 
telligent advice trom the chaff of condemnation which only tends 
to obstruct the cause which all shoald unite to forward. The 
introduction of ail noveliies is startling, but the age is full of 
progressive ideas, and we must becoms accustomed to departures 
irom old formes, always, however, guarding against the abandon. 
ment of true principies, which must be at the basis of all con 
structions. You will please note that I am writing in my 
individual capscity, uot irom tue Board. 

The promoters of this delay seem to think that all tests that 
they require can be made betore Mirch 4 next, and that a post- 
ponement otf action during thie session of Congress will only in- 
volve delay until that time. But it will bs utterly impossible to 
have satisfactury experiments with auy of the suips except the 
Dolph.n by the time nawed. The contracts fur the huils and en- 
wines require their completion by the end of January, 1885. 
Such a cuntract might be depended on for accurate fulfilment in 
the case of vessels that the contractor is 10 the habit of building, 
aud if these ships were for the merchant service they might te 
confidently expected to be finished at the specified time. But 
the difference between a merclant ship aud one built for war 
purposes is so great that votwithstanding the moat careful 
thouglit and foresight I feel appreheusive that this will protract 
the time of completion. But even if the ships should be out of 
the contractors’ hands by the middie of February it would be 
long aiter the adjourument of Cungress before they would be 
ready for trial. 

Tue result of this would be that a still further postponement 
would be necessary, and no bill could bs passed until after the 
assembling of Congress in December, 1385, and it may be sately 
concluded that po action would be taken on the watter until the 
session was weil advanced in 1856. Thus itis evident thats 
postpovement at this time necessarily involves a delay of two 
years even in the passage of the act. 

Bat the delay reaches further than this, for the tims necessary 
to make desigus, prepare specifications, advertise tor bids and 
make contracts rust be added, as none of the important parts of 
the work can be entered into betore the passage of the act. If the 
authority to construct the additional vessels be granted now, the 
time that will be required to attend to all the preparatory work 
will probably prevent any construction from being commenced 
before next winter, about the time when by contract the ships 
Dow uaoder construction will be completed. 

Every effort would be made to do this work in less time than | 
have indicated as required, but [ am not prepared to say posl- 
tively tbat it can be satisfactorily complieced in less. 

The necessity of “rehabilitating the Navy,” so strongly urged 
by the President, seems to be recoguized by all. Persistence in 
delay of action on the ground of need of practical experiment 
will at this time operate to stop for two years all advance in the 
desired direction.

Tue decision of the Cuurt is, that the claimant is not entitled 
to recover any lopgevity pay; that the defendants are not entitled 
to recover $14,390 35 of the counter-claim; but are entitled to re- 
cover the rewaiuing $9,195.27; and judg t will be d ac- 
cordingly.

It is to be hoped that the Board assembled to deal with the 
ration question will abolish the ration of galt beef, subetitu 
ting canned beef, and cause a liberal allowance of potatoes, 
onions, and flour to be added to the ration ; both for eea and 
port. Potatoes are now carried for long passages at sea and 
are used by the men almost as a staple article cf diet, but 
these potatoes have to be procured by the men out of their 
scanty money allowance. 

The vegetables procured for the men by the Paymaster 
with the fresh beef in port serving only for the soup, As 

has already to be made for the men's vegetables there 
will be little additional space required and the deterioration, 
etc., can be allowed for. Besides in a sinitary point of view 
fresh vegetables sre considered better than anti-scorbutics, 
as lime juice, vinegar, etc. 

As the Navy ration stands now when used alone, it gives a 
good dinner tothe men, but avery scanty breskfast and 
supper. Herein the extra ration and other money comes in 
and goes to supply the deficiency. Everyone knows how 
important a matter the quality and quantity of food to a 
working man is, and though I do not presume to class this 
question as high asthe burning questions of uniform and 
gold lace, still I hope it will receive the consideration it 
merits and should have. 8.

THE WAR OF 1812. 


Tux fourteenth chapter of Colonel Higginson’s historical 
reries has for its subject ** The War of 1812."" The verdict 
of potterity regarding that war, Colonel Higginson tbivke, 
is that there was ample ground for it, and that it completed 
the work begun by the Revolution ; but yet that it was the 
immediate result of the plans of ambitious men, whose aim 
and principles were not really so high as were thoss of many 
who oppoeed their action. 

The outrageous iraprersment of American seamen touched 
a point of national pride, and justly ; while the United St tea 
submitted to tbia it certainly could not be called an inde- 
pendent nation ; and the abuse was practically ended by the 
war, even though the treaty of peace waa silent. On 
the other side, the dread entertuined of Napoleon by the 
Federalists was perfectly legitimate ; and this, too, time has 
confirmed. But this peril was reslly far less pressing than the 
other ; the United States needed more to be liberated from 
the dominzeering attitude of England than the remoter 
tyranny of Napoleon, and it was therefore necessary to reckon 
with England firet. Asa matter of fact the Federalists did 
their duty in action; the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
furnished during thoee three years more soldiers than avy 
other; and the New England States, which cpposed the war, 
sent more men ioto the field than the Southern States, which 
brought onthe contest. Unfortunately, the world remem- 
bers words better than actions—lilera scripta manet—and 
the few questionable phrases of the Hartford Convention are 
now better rememberel than the fourteen thousand men 
which Massachusetts raised in 1814, or the two millions of 
dollars she paid for bouuties. 








GALLANT CONDUCT OF A NAVY OFFICER. 


Commanprr Sands, of the Jroquois, ina despatch from 
Tomé, Chili, February 7, calla the attention of the Depart- 
ment to an act of gallantry on the part of Lieut. W. F. Hal- 
sey, of that vessel, which resulted in the saving of the life 
of one of the apprentices. On the evening of January 30, 
while the ship was lying off Pitod, in the Biy of Concep 
tion, and the crew were below with their hammocks, Lient. 
Halsey, who was officer of the deck, hearing the cry of ‘*man 
oveiboard,” looked over the side and found that Solomon 
Gottherdt had fallen overboard while hauling on the ham- 
mock cloth. The boy could not swim, and there was no 
time to wait for the boat, which was called away. As there 
was another officer present to take the deck, Lieut. Halsey 
jumped at once into the water end rescued the lad after he 
bad already sank twice. Gottherdt’s struggles made it difti- 
cult to swim with him to the grab-rops, and made the posi- 
tion a very perilous one. Comdr. Sands reports that there 
is no doubt that a moment's delay on the part of Lieut. 
Halevy would have caused the boy to drown; and that Lieut. 
Halsey’s action on this occasion is only in accordance with 
bis fine character, zeal and ability, and irreprcachable con- 
duct which he has shown since he has been under his com- 
mand—nearly two years.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Messrs, Dodd, Mead and C». have published an excellent 
little History of the War with Mexico, by H»ratio O. Lidd, a 
professor in the University of New Mexico, at Sauta Fe. It is 
written with spirit and eathnsiasm, aud each chapter is a 
grapbic picture of some episode of those astonishing cam- 
paigos, which, at a cost of one handred and thirty millious 
of dollars ia money. and the lives of five thousand men 
killed iu battle and fifteen thousand dying of wounds and 
disease, gave to the United States that 851,590 square miles 
of territory. which has, in the thirty-two years siuce its ac- 
quisition, added to the country’s resources, according to thia 
author's estimate, a sun suflisient to equ 1 the debt wearred 
to preserve the Union ia the Civil War. *‘* A develop nent of 
wealth aniau increase of population amzing to contem- 
plate awaits this territory ia the future. Perils to the Union 
lie in the ignorance of the population and in the institutions 
of Mormuuism, that enormous crime ayainst moraliiy and 
society which hax found security and expansion in those 
regions. Unless,” he adds, *‘ the huadreds of mi'lions of pev- 
ple who sball yet occupy this belt of territories shall bacome 
like the cit-zeng of the Eastern States in edacation, religior, 
laws, and customs, society there will be a fissure iu the Unicn 
along the borders of the great plaius.” Ino a viagle brief 
volume it is not possible, of course, to give anything more 
than an outline of the movements of the three araies—of 
Occupation, of tbe West, and of the Ccntre—which 
operated against Mexico, aud this history is not intended to 
be critical in a military sense, General Scoit being the ooly 
one subjected to any animadversion. Still, our author 
makes it plain that he is not in sympathy with the original 
purpose cf the war, however he may regard it as an exhibi- 
tion of ‘that heroic spirit of patriotism and those marvel- 
lous qualities of the American soldier of the ist generation, 
which became 60 conspicuous in the Civil War, prepariog 
for it some of the ablest officers and leaders.” 


‘*Harper’s Magazine” for M-y will conclude the six'y- 
eighth volume of that periodical.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE PROPOSED VETERAN RESERVE. 


Waat is wanted in New York is a compact, well-instructed, 
thoroughly armed and equipped body of troops, composed 
of young men of the highest physical standard—a force 
which can be readily controlled and handled, rapidly assem- 
bled and moved to the point of danger and to be relied upon 
under all circumstances for the emergency for which they 
are maintained. With proper appreciation on the part of 
the public and the Legislature the National Guard could be 
brought up to this standard, but at present there is no doubt 
that it falls far beluw. Thia fact is well known, and it be- 
comes therefore of first importance that the force as at pres- 
ent authorized should be furnished the means to develop 
into a thoroughly efficient body. This point demands prompt 
and undivided attention by those whose duty it is to see that 
these means are provided. All other military matters before 
the Legislature are just now of secondary importance. Until 
the present National Guard is supplied with what is needed 
for its proper maintenance, the efforts at present made to 
create a supplementary body in the shape of a Veteran Re- 
serve (a corps which from its nature falls far below what ir 
required for efficient service) is a step in the wrong direc- 
tion, The Guard as at present constituted is after all still 
an unwieldy and cumbersome piece of machinery, just in the 
infancy of its improvement, and any appendages bitched on 
to it, no matter in what shape, adds to the weight which 
ia constantly impelling it in the wrong direction. The State 
needs active, able-bodied, well-trained men. To make a 
sol lier efficient he must be kept under constant instruction. 
Military matters are in a state of constant progress, and the 
momont the regular course of a body of soldiers is interrupt- 
ed or neglectei, they fall behind. The course of instraction 
available to National Guardsmen is limited at best, and their 
training insufficient under the most favorable circumstances. 
Taia cannot be avoided under the present state of affairs, 
ani fo-th's reion the State needs only active young men, 
abl» ard willing to thoroughly subject themselves to the 
present sys'en of instruction, and none but those wh9 are 
@., abls and williog toshouller the muskot and serve in the 
active organ’zs‘ion should be accepted in its servics. It is 
time for the militia to clear itself once and forever of the 
imputation of being ‘‘holiday or featherbed soldiers,’ and to 
effect this it is essential that its ranks should be cleared of 
all wh> are unable or unfit to perform the full duty of a 
soldier, and that it should not be encumbered with an ele- 
ment ever ready to share in the pleasures, pomp 
and display of the service, but unwilling and un- 
prepared for its hard work and dangers. Any ef- 
fort to bring into the service new elements in 
ferior ia discipline, instruction and organization to the ac- 
tive National Guard only tends to drag the latter back to the 
fass an feather period from which it is just emerging. Old 
gentlemen who have served their terms faithfully and are 
unfit for active service, will find ample opportunities to per- 
petuats the memory of their military exploits in the veteran 
organizations (uot uniformed) as now existing. Young 
gentlemen able to perform the duties of soldiers, if they 
desire to serve, should do so in the active regiments ; those 
who feel themselves unequal to this task should remain 
away from the military. The Legislature has its hands full 
in attending to the wants of the active militia, which are 
just now very pressing, and until these are attended to at 
least the creation of ni w organizations of questionable use- 
falnes; had better be abandoned. 

In fact, if prompt attention to the needs of the Guard is 
not forthcoming, it will be found that the whole body of 
State troops will drop into a “reserve” without the aid of 
the Legislature. The following ia the substance of the bil 
which was in troduced by Senator Otis : 

* All veteran aescciations and uniformed veteran battal- 
fons of the National Guard now organized or incorporated 
under the laws of this State, or that in future may be or- 
g tized, shall be composed of honorably discharged veter- 
ans of the National Guard of the State, and shall be known 
as ‘The Natonal Guard Veteran Reserve.” These battal - 
fons sball hsv»; ower to make rules fo: their govérnment 
and adopt unifcrm:. Fach tattalion shill be known by the 
numerical desigoation of the regiments of which they are 
veterans, with the words *‘ Veteran Reserve” added. It 
authonzes the Governor to issue ‘‘ Veteran Reserve” com- 
missions to all officers of the veteran reserve upon the filing 
with the Adjutant-General of a certificate giving the names 
of the officers elected, and no commissions shall be issued 
to any officer of a higher rankthan Colonel. No county, 
city or town shall appropriate any money to such veteran 
reserve except when in tho service of the State. The re- 
serve shall be subject to tho orders of the Governor in case 
of riot, insurrection, or invasion, so far as to take the place of 
the active regiment to do military duty in their absence from 
the cities or towns in which the organizations of which they 
are veterans are located or belong. I. case thoy aro called 
into active duty they shall be subject to all the provisions of 
the Penal Code. No person shall bo eligible for mamber- 
ebip except he shall be at least 30 years of ago and have 
eerved a full term of ealistment in the National Guard.’’ 

The N. Y. Times, in regard to the management of the 
National Guard, says: ‘‘ Every State in the Union should be- 
gin at once a decided reform in thie matter, and the larger 
States should set the example. The militia should be well 


armed, uniformed, and previded with necessary buildin gs 
and drill grounds at the public expense, and the mex should 
be fairly compensated for the time rejuired for regimental

the left hand, forearm horizontal; let go with the right 
hand, lower the piece to the ground with the left; execute 
the first motion of about face; carry the right hand to the 
shank of bayonet, the leit handtothe upper band; (2.) 
draw the bayonet from the ecabbard, carry it to the right of 
the piece, point down, invert it, and hold it over the muzzle. 
At the command “ bayonets,” fix it on the end of the barrel; 
resume the position of order arm:, dropping the left hand 
by the side. “ Unfix,” the first part is the same, with the 
exception that th: right hand gows to shank of the bayonet, 
first finger on the *“‘catch.” I find no difficulty in executing 
either “fix” o: “unfix” from a “ carry” in this way. 


Twe.rrn New Yorx.—Colonel James H. Jones.—Wing 
drills in full dreas, State servico uuiform, were held on 
Monday and Tuesday of this week undor the superintend- 
ence of the field officers, the right wing on the 7th compa- 
nies, A, H, K G, and left wing on the 8th companies, 
B, F, E and I, both equalized on twelve files front.

The first Ser- 
gesots had certainly profited by the lesson recaived on their 
duties in counection with the ceremony, and their 
improvement on this occasion was decided. After the cere- 
mony and without a new formation, a number of the minor 
movements of the school of the battalion were executed, all 
without serious break, though the commandant of the left 
company was in a state of hesitancy more than once. The 
manual was good and the loadings and firings fair. 
The heavy work was taken up when Col. Jones assumed 
command, and officers and guides were kept steadily occu- 
pied for the remainder of the evening. While marching in 
column of fours, right in front, the file closers were changed 
to the left flank, and then from the column of fours on the 
march, close column of companies left in front was band- 
somely executed without error and with correct distances 
and prompt dressin A deployment on 4th company 
faced to the rear, which brought the battalion to its original 
formation was also cleanly executed. Double column, from 
line on the march, with deployment to the front, and then 
after wheeling about by foura and oblique change of front 
on first company faced to the rear, were performed with 
neatness and despatch. The effect of this rather difficult 
movement in a small drill hall was increased by the taking 
up of the firings when the companies had faced to the rear. 
It was a spirited movement and gave a forcible illustration 
of how tactics would be used in time of war. These firings 
were taken up as the companies came into line ina number 
of deployments, and if a more detailed and closer system of 
instruction in the loadings and firings were followed at 
company drill they would have looked to still greater advau- 
tage. There is altogether too much carelessness in the 
loading and aiming, especially in the rear ranks, while in 
almost every case the pieces were aimed too high. The drill 
was concluded at half past 10 o'clock. 
On the 8th—left wing—the dress parade was agaii ex- 
ecuted, and this was followed bygan inspection. The at- 
tention of the captain who commanded the color company 
is specially invited to Par, 816, tactics. There is no excuse 
for bis neglecting to comply with its provisions at the ‘‘opon 
ranks,” after wheeling into columu. This appeared to be 
merely an informal inspection of uniforms, for the colors 
were not marched to the front, vor were the field and staff 
ordered to take thelr places. A/‘ter closing ranks the Major 
drilled the battalion for about haif an hour, everything work- 
ing in satisfactory order. On the Colonel assuming com- 
mand, the movements of the night previous were repeated, 
the first being the ployment by company left in front, from 
cclumn of fours on the march, and deployment on fourth 
ecmpapy faced to the rear, without the firings. These move- 
ments although correst were not as neatly performed ag on 
the previous night. The Colonel seemed somewhat annoyed 
at this and as General Ward, the Brigadier Commander, was 
on the floor watching the movements the Colonel evidently 
determined to force this wing out of its lazinessand make it 
drill to prove that the companies composing it are equal to any 
in the division, and for three quarters of an hour there was a 
circus. Movement followed movement in such rapid suoc- 
cession that officers, guides and men found little time to 
think, and the laziness was thoroughly taken out of them. 
The majority of the mov ts were execated from the 
march in line or column of fours, while the frequent changes 
of the file closers, from one flank to the other, thus chang- 
ing the designation of the head of the column, often addled 
the brains of the company commanders. However there oc- 
curred but one serious break, and that a failure to take pro- 
per distance, by the color company while executing a de- 
ployment from the double column on the march, by left 
wheel, rear companies on left into line. The pieces were 
left at the support when the march was broken up, and 
the captain ia nis apparent anxiety to have his men come to 
the “right shoulder” at the ‘‘time,” failed to observe the 
wheeling of the third compinyand giving the “tu-n” (which 
was promptly executed by the men) and too soon was practi- 
cally shut out from the new line and had toside step to reach 
bis position. 
The firings were repeatedly taken up, on formation of line. 
as the Colonel took paias tu point out the necessity of 
aiming low, thia part of the manual was well executed.

on Friday evening, April 4, by Companies A, B, E, F, and 
H, equalized, as usual, into commands of twelve files, under 
command of Col. Porter. As soon as Adjutant Harding hag 
turned over the battalion, the colonel led off with a colump 
of fonrs in single rank distance, which was formed into ling 
in double rank on the right, the distances which had beeg 
defective at previous drills, showing a quite perceptible im. 
provement, so that the line in double rank was formed 
promptly without much loss of time in dressing, guides be. 
ing out promptly. On account of the deficiencies in single 
rank distauce, the greater portion of the time allotted tothe 
marching mancuvres was employed in perfecting the com. 
mand in marching in that formation, interspersed with pas. 
sages into double rank, formations of close column of diyi- 
sions and of companies, formations on right and left into 
line, and these wound up with a manual in sirgle rank. This 
did not appear as regular as is usual iu the 22d, the want of 
uniformity in the motions being evidently due to the inferior 
performance of men habitually kept in the rear rank, whose 
defects remain conceaied when the battalion drills in double 
rank, aud therefore become the more conspicuous when un- 
expectedly placed into full view. It seems that all through 
the Guard, the men occupy the same positions in the ranks 
at all drills—a custom the folly of which was at once demon- 
strated on this occasion. There is no disgrace attached to 
being placed in the rear rank. A soldier should be able to 
perform his full duty in any position in ranks. The system 
of training men on the principle of horses, that will work 
only on the side of the pole to which they are broken, is ob- 
solete. In drilling men it is a vital poiut to instruct them 
so that they can do their full duty promptly in every posi- 
tion ; and wherever different principles prevail, they should 
be abandoned. The formations on the right and left into 
line were combined with the firings, which were generally 
executed in a satisfactory way. The drill wound up withs 
few battalion skirmish exercises, the men being first called 
out by the number, while the battalion remained in place 
rest, and when the larger portion had been thus exercised, 
Company B was called out as a whole, and, having per- 
formed a number of skirmish manwuvres in good shape, was 
relieved on the Jine by Company E, divided into two equal 
parts (equivalent to a division), which gave some practical 
illustrations of tho rallies by division, well performed and 
attentively watched. This ended the drill, which, with the 
exception of two hitches of minor importance, evidently 
brought about by misunderstanding of the commands, was a 
highly creditable one. 

n trying to teach the right wing the mysteries of how to 
keep distances in cclumn of fours in single rank, the colonel 
found a heap of trouble on Monday evewing, April 7, and we 
are sorry to say that, in spite of an unusual expenditure of 
patience and repetitions of movements of the simplest kind, 
the progress made whun the battalion wheeled iuto line pre- 
paratory to the skirmish exercises was not worth the trouble. 
Over an hour was spent in auch simple movements as march- 
ing by fours in single rank distance, forming ivto line on the 
right, or tothe front, and to form in siugle rank with the 
battalion in column of companies. It was remarkable to cee 
even commands which have a first class reputation for com- 
pany drill go to pieces on these most simple of all the evola- 
tions. They marched with distances large enough to admit 
of the pessage of a double team of horses, yet neither the 
captains, the lieutenants, the sergeants, nor the men them- 
selves secmed to have the remotest idea of what 76 inches 
means, and no attempt at correction was made by any oué 
except Col. Porter himself, whose repeated admonitions 
seemed to have no effect, and who, of course, could only pay 
attention to one poiut at atime. The result was when the 
thing was given up the battalion was no better than when 
the drill began. So much for distances, and now for another 
point, which just at present demands particular «attention. 
Soldiers tire to kill the enemy and not those in their own 
ranks. Still, the latter would be the result if the 22d would 
go about their business in the manner illustrated on this 
occasion. The steppivg off by the rear rank men was defec- 
tive in numerous ca:os. A large nnmber of men gradually 
doubled their distances, and the muskets in many cases pro- 
jected hardly 6 inches beyond the front rank in the direct 
tiring’, from which the state of affairs during the oblique 
finings may be imagined. Col. Porter, during the marching, 
stated thet he could name men who were careless, but be 
would not doit; socan we name the companies in which 
there defects mostly prevailed, but we will not do it. 

The skirmishing, which followed, leaves an immense field 
for criticism. The men did not kneel properly. Non com- 
missioned officers on the flank, who should have known bet: 
ter, were at a loss what to do at the command for assembly, 
and ollicers were not always up in the commands. When § 
company is skirmishing, the firings commence by the odd 
numbers, and all should pot squat down at once, as was 
done here; in deploying to the front, when the fours 10 
front arrive on the line the command is halt, and not de 
ploy; at the command cease firing, the line when advancing 
does not halt; the command to march to the rear is not 
about face, as was given here, and the men should be il- 
structed to abandon the cariy arms and the stiff bearing 
necessary in closed ranks. The skirmishing was not at all 
up to the mark, and the order of the colonel directing the 
companies (with the exception of B, which is wel! up in this 
drill,) to exercise in skirmish movements was a timely and 
necessary one. The guard mounting which closed the drill, 
after the second formation, was fair. The first detail shou 
be marched close up to the sergeant-major, the let sergeants 
should be careful to give the command front sfter opening 
ranks, they should form in front and return to their place 
more promptly, and the senior 1st sergeant should read up 
tactics on the subject, which will tell him that the commana 
supernumeraries in piace rest is not given until the oom 
mand march for the beginning of the review.

THE NATIONAL MILITIA APPROPRIATION. 


Tue following isa part of a letter of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the State of Pennsylvania, sent to a large number of 
of Congressmen, asking their approval of the bili to inctease 
the appropriations for providing arms for the militia forces: 


A bill was passed by the Senate, several months ago, at the in- 
stance of Gen. W. J. Sewell, of New Jersey, with these purposes 
in view, and it is now with the Committee on Appropriations of 
the House of Representatives. It is supposed that the commit- 
tee is not favorable to the provisions of the bill, and the Com- 
mittee.on Militia of the House has formulated a similar bill, 
which it will report favorably to the House within two or three 
weeks; and if sufficient support can be obtained for it, that com- 
mittee will endeavor to pass it in the House under a suspension 
of the rules. A delegation from this State has visited Washing- 
ton in support of the measure, and we have found members gen- 
erally favorable to the increase of the appropriation; but it will 
be necessary for us to make a concentrated effort to personally 
interest the members, who otherwise might not appreciate the 
importance of the subject. 

The present law was passed chiefly through the personal ef- 
forts of President Jackson, April 23, 1808 (Sec. 1661, R. 8.), 
when there were but seventoen States, with a popniation ot 
eight millions of people,and no increase ot the appropriation 
has since been made, although the States have increased to 
thirty-eight, with a population of fifty millions, 

In 1878 a similar effort was made to increase this allowance 
but without success, (See report of Chief of Ordnance to Sencte, 
47th Congress, 2d session, Ex. Doc, 22, part 2.) 

Again in 1880 a bill was pending for this purpose, and the com- 
mittee on the militia of the House madean exhaustive report 
giving a history of the subject. «(See report accompanying bill 
H. R 4638, 46th Congroes, 24 session, Report No. 763.) 

In 1882 the same committee presented a report. (See report 
~~ patie bill H. R, 4205, 47th Congress, Ist session, Report 

0. 670) 

In 1884 the Senate Committee on Military Affairs reported in 
favor of the present bill. (See report Senate No. 61.) 

Unlike most efforte to obtain increased appropriations from the 
Federal Treasury this one meets with the full approval of the 
Secretary of War, the Lieutenant General of the Army, the Adju- 
tant General, Chief of Ordnance and Quartermaster General, and 
it bas their hearty support. With the support oi the Committee 
on Appropriations it would not be difficult to secure the passage 
of this bill; but without it, it will be necessary for us to direct 
to the subject the personal attention of our Representatives. 

If you approve of the increase I would request that you confer 
with the members of Congress from our State, referring to the 
citation of reports, etc.,on the subject, so that they may exam. 
ine it, and I feel certain it will secure their support.

RIOT DUTY IN OHIO. 


Tue entire force of the Ohio National Guard was placed 
under arms during the riot period and about three fourths of 
it arrived at Cincinnati. The firat regiment called out was 
the Fret looated at Ciacinnati—a portion of the Firat were 
enjoying their weekly drill when the call came and in & few 
minutes were at the jail bravely doing their duty, Colonel 
Hunt leadthem. The first outside regiment to arrive was 
tne 4th from Dayton and vicinity—the Sprinfield company of 
this regiment arrived about two hours after the other com- 
panies. The Dayton boys marched to within sight of the 
Courthouse, hoisted the white plume and returned to the 
Depot. Some remained all night and did a little service 
afterwards-and some wenthome. Captain Brown, of one of 
the Dayton companies did all in his power to retrieve the 
honor of his Company and Regiment, but met with limited 
success, leading but a few men w the scene of trouble, The 
uext regiment to arrive was the 14th from Ovlumbus and 
vicinity, Col. Geo. Freeman in command, the Governor's 
Guard and Duffy Guard (colored) of Columbus went with 
the 14th and the Springfield conpany of the 4th arriving at 
Cinzinnati about the same time, tore the regimental No. 4 
from their caps and refusing to remain with their disgraced 
regiment, joined the 14thfor duty. The 14th promptly re- 
ported to Sheriff Hawkias at the Jail and were ordered at 
once to clear the streets ,which they most gallantly did, losing 
ten or more wounded, including its Colonel anda Captain. 

We have not been able to get a complete list of the injared 

National Guardsmen. but hope to be able to dv so next week. 

The mob lost over 50 killed and fally 150 wounded. Most of 
these fell in front of the 14th, which broke the spirit of the 

m6b. The 17th Regiment shares next in honor for reliable 
service. This regiment was chosen to remain until Tuesday 

morning, April &. Col. E. J. Poecck has the honor of ccm- 

manding. The 5th Regiment of Cleveland was early on the 

ground and won wuch praise for good conduct, Mejor Thorp 

has comimand, its late Colénel, Hill, having resigned. 

The affair has proven that the Ohio Nationel Guard is, asa 

whole, a reliable force and deserves well of the State. It 
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stands much higher in the estimation of the State than ever

duty and placing under arrest F. B. Mott and George H. 

Phillips, Colonel and Lieutenant-Colonel respectively of the 
4th Regiment, Ohio National Guard, of Dayton, for dis- 
obeying an order of the properly constituted authority and 
misconduct while on duty from the call of the Governor for 
the suppression of the riot in Cincinnati.

MASSACHUSETTS. 


With reference’to the preparation of the Massachusetts 
militia for riots Brig. Gen. Nat. Wales invited the Boston 
militia to a discussion of the subject in the following terms : 
“The recent riots in Cincinnati, following closely upon an 
effort lately made in this city to interest a number of citi- 
zens in our own means of defence, in case such a calamity 
should happen here, have induced the undersigned to.ar- 
range another meeting for consultation thereon. The pre- 
vious attempt brought out a small attendance, probably be- 
cause no loss of life and property had very receatly empha- 
sized the necessity for the gathering.” 





THE MILITIA OF CANADA. 


Tue report of the Minister of Militia for the Dominion of 
Canada, just presented to the Canadian Parliament, gives 
some interesting details of the militia force of the country. 
The active militia consists of 37,000 officers and men, divided 
into 12 military districts, and comprising the following

of the force, and the Minister believes that a most benefic: 
effect will result from the facilities which will hereafter be 
given to officers of all rank-, and in each arm of the ser- 
vice, to acquire a thorough knowledge of their duties b 
attending the schools of iastruction now being formed. It 
is recommended that not lees than three more permanent 
military schools be established, six in all, and that the force 
be more efficiently equipped. The Minister, in conclasion, 
expresses his opinion that ‘‘the militia of Canada, 
strong, healthy, active men, inured to out-door labor, 
omens in their habits, are the making of excellent 
soldiers.”

Ans —Tbis must be 
left to the judgmentof the commander, In actual service many 
emergencies may arise which would necessitete firing on the 
part of guides and file closers, and for this purpose they should 
be directed into the front rank. Of course, firing from the line of 
file closers isabsurd. On drill there would seem to be no neces- 
sity to cause the guides and file closera to execute the firing, as 
their rank would indicate that they are properly instructed,

Ata recent meeting of the Roval United Service Institu- 
tion Admiral Sir George Elliot read a paper eutitled *‘The 
Ram—the P.ominent Feature of Future Naval Victories.” 
Admiral Stopford presided. Sir George Elliot, having re- 
marked that his sut ject bad not hitherto received the atten- 
tion which its merits deserved, went on to show that it wes 
an errorto think that future warfare at sea would be entirely 
governed by guns and torpedoes. The French naval au- 
thuritics were nut of that opinion, and bad devoted consid- 
erable attention to the strengthening of the bows of their 
armor-ciad vessels, Having criticised the ideal encoun er

aia.” the admiral proceeded to give bis reasons for differi 
evtirely from tbe prevailing opinion on what might be 
peoted to occur in future naval actions. He especially = 
tested against large uowieldy ships with weak bows believ. 
ing that the greatest fighting advantage io the future wound 
remai2 with ships of moderate size and speed, strongly ~ 
tected on the ram bow, and carrying but one armor plore 
gua. by which much stouter protection could be s fforded 4 
the turret. The English fleet ought, he said, to consist of 
two classes of vesse's, one for foreign service the others fo 
European waters. the different requirements of which the 
lec:urer explained and illustrated by diagrams. With regard 
to the protection of the *‘ vitals” of a ship, the magazines 
and boilers, Sir George Elliot maintained that it could not 
be effected by any outside armor. however strong, byt 
might be accomplished by # submerged srmot-plated deck 
of sufficient thickness to deflect any possible missile from 
going below, and by a cellular or ratt body built upon that 
deck. Ia conclusion, the lecturer said he had not referred at 
lepgth to torpedoes, or to frigates, corvettes, or guubnatg 
all of which would, of couse, fiad their proper use in fleet 
actions, but would be valued principally according to thei¢ 
rate of speed. He bad also, he remarked, avoided trespagg. 
ing on the domain of modern science, fur he did not thing 
the day would ever arrive when the engineer would take the 
helm in matters relatiog to ships of war. When the honr of 
trial arrived he hoped that the gicry and the safety of Eng- 
land would not be imperilled by ber rulers having given the 
greatest prominence to gun attack and defence, to the 
neglect of ramming and bow-to-bow attack. An luteresting 
discussion ensued, iu which Lord Waveney, Admiral Boys, 
Admiral Gore Jones, Oapt.
